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COMMENTS 
Monhegan Plantation 


February 6, 1951 to February 5, 1952 : 


An audit of the books and records of Monhegan Plan- 
tation has been completed for the fiscal year ended Feb- 
ruary 5, 1952. The audit included an examination of the 
records maintained by the Assessors, Treasurer, ‘Tax Col- 
lector and Clerk. 


The result of the audit indicates that all abatements of 
taxes should bear the written approval of at least a majority 
of the Board of Assessors. 


The examination consisted of a review of cash trans- 
actions and an analysis of revenues and expenditures. The 
result of the year’s operations showed that available funds 
exceeded expenditures by $109.73. With the exception of 
the overlay of $109.73, all unexpended and overdraft 
balances were carried forward to the ensuing year. The 
net unexpended balance carried forward totaled $3,096.83, 
as compared with $3,276.57 at the close of the preceding year. 


A comparative statement of revenues and expenditures 
(Exhibit B) disclosed that for the 1951 municipal year, 
revenues decreased by $238.73 as compared with those of the 
previous year. Expenditures for the same period increased 
by $805.50. The factors contributing to these differences, as 
compared with the 1950-51 year, are summarized as follows:

From the review of the records of the Plantation Clerk 
it was ascertained that the transfer of excise tax monies to 
the wharf repair account had been authorized by vote of the 
townspeople at the annual plantation meeting. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $296.98 at the 
year end, or an increase of $109.73, as compared with the 
preceding year. This increase was occasioned by the excess 
of available funds over expenditures. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Records were checked to determine the accuracy of re- 
cording cash transactions. The system of internal control 
was reviewed as pertained to the handling of cash and other 
matters of financial concern. Revenues and expenditures 
were examined by methods and to the extent deemed 
necessary. Insurance policies and bond coverage were 
examined. 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules per- 
taining to the financial status of the Plantation. Audit pro- 
cedures were followed to the extent deemed necessary in 
the development of these statements. 


It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet and 
supporting statements fairly present the financial position 
of the Plantation at February 5, 1952 and the result of its 
operations for the year then ended.

To choose all necessary Plantation Officers viz., 
Plantation Clerk, three Assessors, Collector of Taxes, Treas- 
urer, Road Commissioner, one member of School Board, 
Truant Officer, Constable and Surveyor of Wood and 
Lumber. 


Art. 4. To see what action the Plantation will take in 
regard to supporting and maintaining the Island School for 
the year 1953 and 1954. 


Art. 5. To see if the Plantation will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $2,700.00 more or less for Schools, 
including teacher’s wages, fuel, janitor service, High School 
tuition, books and supplies. 
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Art. 6. To see if the Plantation will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $40.00 to defray the expense of the 
Superintendent of Schools. 


To see if the Plantation will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $1,200.00 more or less for Plantation 
Expense, including officer’s salaries and administrative ex- 
penses. 


Art. 8. To see if the Plantation will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $25.00 for medical examination of 
the pupils of the Monhegan School.
